WHERE DOES 
ALBERTA STAND 


Alberta’s wheat fields are 600 miles 
from Vancouver and 1200 miles from 
Fort William. Present rates from 
Edmonton or Calgary to Fort William 
are 15 cents a bushel, and the rates 
from Calgary or Edmonton to Vancou- 
ver are 13% cents a bushel. 

Equalized grain rates westward 
would reduce the charge to Vancou- 
ver to less than 11 cents a bushel. 
That reduction would mean ten times 
more in dollars and cents to Alberta 
and Western Saskatchewan farmers 
than would. the Crowsnest rates on 
commodities:::.trom«*-the” east'whieh: 
are causing the present ‘fuss through- 
out the west. But not one word is 
heard from Alberta or Saskatchewan 
members’ on reduced grain rates 
westward. 

Parliament has laid down the prin- 
ciple that grain should move to tide- 
water at preferred rates, namely, the 
old Crowsnest rates. The recent or- 
der of the Railway Board did not 
disturb these low rates on grain to 
the east but there still remains the 
work of securing those low grain 
rates to Vancouver. 

Where does Alberta stand with B.C. 
on B.C.’s fight for lower ‘grain rates 
to the Pacific Coast? And what are 
Saskatchewan and Alberta federal 
members doing towards getting the 
low eastern grain rates put into ef- 
fect ‘on the western route? To inan- 
gurate those grain rates westward is 
like putting money into the western 
farmers’ pockets. 

Have the Alberta federal members 
and Alberta government no interest 
in their own farmers’ welfare, and 
why should British Columbia be the 
only champion of the Alberta farm- 
ers’ rights?—Vancouver Sun, 


COAL SCANDAL 
PROSECUTIONS 
ARE EXPECTED 


Winnipeg, Nov. 7.—With a finding 
by David Campbell, K.C., that $100,- 
628.20 had been fraudently taken 
from the department of militia and 
defence in connection with coal con- 
tracts at Winnipeg, department head- 
quarters at Ottawa has asked the de- 
partment of justice to take steps to 
recover this amount and to also instt- 
tute action for the punishment of the 
parties responsible for the fraud. 

This action is in line with recom- 
mendations made by David Campbell, 
special investigating commissioner, 
who recently made an exhaustive re- 
port on the matter.

It was discovered by the astronom- 
er, Iinsler, of Bonn, Germany, on

CHECKS SENT OUT 
TO WOOL GROWERS 
PRICES ARE GOOD 


Lacombe, Nov. 11.—Jesse Fraser, 
the secretary of the Central Al- 
berta Wool Growers’ association, La- 
combe, this week sent out checks to 
their wool contributors being the final 
settlement of this year’s wool elip. 
A total of $9,711.87 was paid out for 
36,811 pounds of wool, which netted 
the growers 26.28 cents a pound on 
the whole lot. This is considered a 
very good price on all grades. Some 
individual growers received as high 
as 32% cents net. The secretary re- 
ports there is a splendid demand for 
sheep. 


CATTLE POOL NOW 
WELL UNDER WAY 


The Alberta Co-operative Livestock 
Producers Limited, are now well un- 
der way with the establishment of the 
provincial cattle pool, and the next 
step is the signing up of the producers 
as members of the pool. The provis- 
ional directors met in Edmonton on 
October 31 and November 1, and com- 
pleted the draughts of the memoran- 
dum of association, the bylaws and 
contract for patronage. 

Under the scheme evolved, the 
province will be divided into seven 
districts and for the purpose of secur- 
ing contract signers, each director 
will take charge of and assume respon- 
sibility for the organization work in 
the district in whic hhe resides. De- 
tailed information regarding the terri- 
tory included in the various districts 
will appear at a later date. 

Each of the districts will be subdivid- 
ed into local districts in which local 
shipping associations will be formed. 

In order to give as much flexibility 
as possible to the system, cach con- 
tract signer’s place of residence will 
be presumed to be in the same place 
as that in which the head office of 
the local shipping association to which 
he belongs is situated. In this way, 
each contract signer can become iden- 
tiffed with the local shipping assoc- 
jation whose territory includes the 
point from which it is most conven- 
ient for him to ship, which may or 
not be the place nearest his actual 
residence. 

Yor the purpose of furthering the 
work of securing contract signers, use 
will be made of the locals of the U. 
F.A,, of livestock shipping associa, 
tions and of local wheat pool organiza- 
tions,

The convention on Thursday after-’ 
noon disposed of the final draft of 
resolutions submitted.. / Among the 
things. to; be ,urged-upon: (4h;overn- 
ment are the following: That legis: 
lation be provided to enable councils 
and school boards throughout’ the 
province to bring about such amalga- 
mation of civic services as both may 
deem practicable and desirable; that 
the school act be amended to place 
qualifications for voting on school 
bylaws on the same basis as for the 
money bylaws for municipal pur- 
poses; that appeals by court of re- 
vision from assessment be made, not 
to a district court judge, but to the 
board of public utilities commission- 
ers; that cities, towns and villages be 
empowered to lease or sell lands in 
their possession at any price they 
may see fit; that provision be made 
for the licensing of agents, peddlers, 
hawkers, ete., by municipalities; that 
all fines resulting from prosecutions 
under the Liquor Act by local police 
officers be paid to the city, town or 
village in which such prosecutions 
are made, and that an additional tax 
of one cent per gallon be collected on 
gasoline sales, the revenue so devised 
to go to the municipality in which col- 
lected for use exclusively on streets 
and highways. 

Authorization was given for the 
appointment of a committee of offi- 
cials to go into the whole question 
of uniformity of accounting, bylaws, 
assessment notices, ete., as between 
cities, towns and villages within the 
province, and to report to the next 
convention of the Municipalities Un- 
ion. 

The delegates listened wit hkeenest 
interest to an address by Hon. Perren 
Baker, in which the minister of edu- 
cation outlined present financial prob- 
lems confronting the province and 
urged patience, cooperation and mu- 
tual understanding between the muni- 
cipalities and the government. It was 
imperative, Mr. Baker declared, that 
there be harmonious cooperation and 
mutual forbearance in meeting the 
common educational problems of the 
province in order that the young peo- 
ple of each and every section of Al- 
berta might be given the best educa- 
tion the province could afford. 


There is no “patent pill’ the min- 
ister pointed out, by which the educa- 
tional ills of the day may be remed- 
ied. The question is one neither of 
of extra taxation nor of the shifting 
of revenue from the coffers of one 
governing body to another, but re- 
solves itself rather into a matter of 
united helpfulness. 

In regard to suggestions previously 
put forward that the government 
share the amount of tax collected with 
the municipalities, Mr. Baker pointed 
out that the province at the present 
time requires every cent of the rey- 
enue it is getting, and, even with all 
the different forms of taxation now in

In the opinion of the 
speaker, if it had not been for the 
provisions sent to the prisoners by 
the relatives and friends at home, 
they would have starved. The most 
thrilling part of his story was about 
the attempt at escape made by an- 
other Canadian prisoner and the speak- 
er; an attempt that only failed with- 
In five miles of the Dutch frontier. 
The speakers were accorded 2° very 
hearty vote of thanks, and proceedings 
were brought to a close by the sing- 
ing of the National Anthem. 


U.S. SENATOR LODGE 
DEAD IN CAMBRIDGE 


Cambridge, Mass., Nov. 11.—Sena- 
tor Henry Cabot Lodge died at the 
Charlesgate hospital at 11:14 Sunday 
night. He suffered a stroke on Wed- 
nesday, November 5th. 

Senator Lodge, who was one of the 
oldest and best known of the senate 
members, had been in ill-health for 
some time, and from the moment he 
became ill little hope was held out 
for his recovery.

WHEAT GRADES TOO 
HIGH AND GETS NO 
PREMIUM IN MARKET 


Lethbridge, Nov. 12—T. O. King, 
of Raymond, Alta., member of the 
grain standards board, who was here 
yesterday, holds that the grading sys- 
tem in force in western Canada is un- 
fair and should be changed. He says 
Canada’s grades are altogether too 
high when viewed in the light of the 
United States system. Canada has a 
high standard of grades, the United 
States a low standard, yet the farm- 
ers of the two countries are selling 
on the same market, This is depriv- 
ing western Canada growers of hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars every 
year, Mr. King says, 

“Tf we were given a premium for 
our wheat, the best wheat in the 
world, it would be different. We 
would have no complaint, but as it is 
our system is too rigid and should be 
changed by act of parliament,” Mr. 
King asserted.

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Thanksgiving 
Day Carper 
Thanksgiving Day is older than the 


authentic records of history.. For vic- 


tory won, calamity survived, for good 
hunting, man was assuredly. giving 
thanks: long before he knew. how to 
classify himself in the world in which 
he lived. 

Newfoundland was the scene of the 
first recorded formal Thanksgiving 
service held on the continent. That 
was in 1578 and it was conducted by 
a& clergyman who accompanied the 
expedition, which, under Sir Martin 
Frobisher, a noted navigator and ex- 
plorer, had brought the first English 
immigrants to settle in North Amer- 
ica. 

It is a far cry from that observance 
in the Ancient Colony to the Thanks- 
giving Day of the present generation. 
To the youth of Canada the day is 
synonymous with holiday attractions, 
Toast turkey, and other appetizing 
delicacies. To their elders there is in- 
terwoven in the joys of family re- 
unions and social intercourse, and 
thanksgiving for the harvests, tender 
thoughts and sincere tributes to the 
men whose valor and endurance in 
the Great War gave Canada a new 
status in world leadership. Armistice 
Day and Thanksgiving Day are now 
one in Canadian annals. The date 
was fixed by parliament during the 
1921 session, as the Monday of the 
week containing Armistice Day— 
November 1lith. There have been 
some changes in time and methods of 
observing the day on this continent, 
since Frobisher’s time, though jthe 
basic principle has remained. The 
Pilgrim Fathers gave to it a coloring 
that has not faded out entirely through 
the succeeding centuries, At the “in- 
gathering” of their first harvest in 
1621 the people who had come from 
the old land to establish a New 
England, held a service and celebra- 
tion. Governor Badford sent out four 
men to shoot wild fowl, and they bag- 
ged enough, mostly turkey, according 
to the chroniclers, to satisfy all the 
company for about a week. 

Edward Winslow, one of the May- 
flower’s company, thus wrote of the 
celebration to an English friend: 

“Our harvest being gotten in, our 
governor sent four men on fowling, 
that we so might, after a special man- 
ner, rejoice together after we had 
gathered the fruit of our labors. And 
altho it is not always so plentiful as it 
was at this time with us, yet by the 
goodness of God, we are so far from 
want, that we wish you partakers of 
our plenty.” 

History records that in 1763 Halifax 
proclaimed a day of Thanksgiving to 
mark the place that made Canada a 
British possession. Thirty-two years 
later, in 1795, Washington, first presi- 
dent of the United States, issued the 
first national Thanksgiving proclama- 
tion of that country. 

It ‘is recorded that Canada’s first 
annual Thanksgiving Day was pro- 
claimed on October 9, 1879, and ob- 
served on November 6. A proclama- 
tion has been issued every year since 
then. 

The phraseology of the yearly 
Thanksgiving Day proclamations of 
the Dominion has altered little since 
Victoria the Good, the Marquis of 
Lorne, and the others, now dead and 
gone, who caused the original to be 
drawn up into a document, now occur 
the words “and we do appoint Arm- 
istice Day Monday the tenth day of 
November next, as a day of general 
Thanksgiving.” 

Since the days are combined in the 
manner stated, for observance on the 
Monday of the week in which the ele- 
yenth of November occurs, the annual 
date varies from year to year, but 
the principle is maintained.

BEST GOLD IN WEST 

I saw the prairies under bright sun- 
shine, and their expansiveness appeal- 
ed to me. I saw the goldfield of nor- 
thern Ontario under similar condi; 
tions, and that countryside, with its 
waste of ground-quartz and grey wa- 
ters, rendering large areas barren and 
unfertile, did not appeal to me. I saw 
what an effort it is to extract less 
than half an ounce of gold from a ton 
of quartz—the deep-mining necessary

But no 
honest, scientific physician will guar- 
antee a cure, and if he is using a 
method that is not established and 
wholly experimental he will inform 
the patient or his family of the fact. 

In no form of cancer is quick 
action so necessary or desirable as in 
cancer of the breast. In a recent dis- 
cussion of the subject, Dr. Joseph C. 
Bloodgood points out that more than 
75 per cent of women with lumps in, 
their breast will find’ that they do 
not have cancer if they. will consult 
their physician immediately, and if 
the lump does prove /to be cancer, 
more than 70 per cent, if given prompt 
attention, will have a chance for per- 
manent cure. 

If the doctor diagnoses the lump 
as a real tumor or growth within the 
breast he will consult a competent 
surgeon. An operation which is not 
dangerous to life may be done imined- 
iately and if the surgeon finds that 
the lump is not a cancer, but only a 
benign or non-maligant growth, he 
_Will remove the lump only and save 
the breast, yy 

If, on the other hand, the lump is' 
cancer, the entire breast and some of 
the surrounding tissue must be remov-' 
ed, but in the large majority of cases, 
this will be the nieans of saving the 
patient's life, which, .Wwould otherwise 
be forfeit to the disease.
